fiz For 
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For this Reafon Government bath been I»2 
fiituted and Laws have been provided, that 
Jnfuries may Either be prevented or redrefled 
and Societies may be lept in tolerable peace 
and Order* For there would be no Living ia 
any Stftiy^ if there were no Reftraints, laid up- 
on peoples Evil Inclinaion^^ If it were free 
for them, who are Vicioufly Dilpofed, to Aft 
as they pieafe. If there were none tc all then 
to an Account, or put them to Shamc in aay 
things or punifb them for what they do amifs^ 
As for Lei&r Injuries which are done to 
our Neighbours, whither by Wronging them 
in their Efiates^ or Hurting them in their Re^ 
futation^ Depriving them of their Liberty^ or 
Maiming their Bodies and the like, Recom« 
pence may be made ihem again, and the Laws 
take care about it ; Thst it ihaH he done its 
Kmdj or in Monej^ which in this fenfe may be 
alibf^id, to Anfmer^i things^ as well asbecaufe 
it purchaieth for us all the NecefTar'esand 
Conveniences of Life 

But when Life is Taken away, becauft thnt 
cannoc be reftored again to the pertin fliin& 
it is univefafly preferred above all Temporal 
good Things, Therefore it is ^t and the Laws 
have provided, that Life jh^Dx^ f§r Life^ as a 
punilhment for the Cr'me, That Evil doers 
ihould be made to fufFer an Equal Difadvan- 
tage with that which chey have brought upon 
Others, and alfo to be a Warning to all the 
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Zanders by, that they may iwr and fear and do 

9$0 m^Ti fa wickedly, 

Jboing VUhnce t^ the Blood of any per forty is a 
phrafe to Exprefs the Slaying of another with 
Intention and Defign and without a Caufe ; 

Such an One muft flee to the Fi^\ l e. the 
Grave, He aiuft be put co Death and buried 
out of fight. It may Intimate too, the haft 
and Bilp^tch that raufi be made in the E^ecu- 
tion, Ke mift be reprieved no longer, than 
ibme valnable End may be ferved by it and 
particolarly to gw^ him time for repentance* 

It fecms to me, that this phrafe, doth not 
fo much Intimate, as forae woold Interpret it, 
that they who are gailty ot Murder, will go 
about as Kegahouds ^ Fugitives ( like Cain after 
the Slaughter of his brother ) run into Soli- 
tudej, be perpetually haunted and afTi ighted 
with an Evil Confcience and jbe reidy Ei^er & 
anon to lay Violent hands upon tbemfelves, 
and that none fhould pity them, Comforc 
themorftay their hand from fo jufl an Exe- 
cution, if it were in their power ; 
. Bot rather ic ihews what is fit to be Done 
by the Minifters of Juftice,thofc publick Aven* 
gen of Bloody When Murder hath been Com- 
mitted, they (faould Straitway Enquire into it, 
Secure the perfon Sufpefted, bring him to his 
Trial as foon as may be and having fulHcient 
proof of the Faft, Sentence the guilty perfon 

fo 
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to dyihe Death and fee that fixecucioa h9 ^ 

done with all Convenient haft. 

Lit no mm Stay bim. Every one in theit 
Place (hould Difcountenance the Violence chat 
hath been done and rile up as with i general 
Confent to teftify againft it, Thev fliould 
Contribnte what h in their Power and tend 
an hand towards the bringing of fucb offenders 
unto /uflice ; If it were in their power to 
flop the profccution, defeat the proccis or E- 
lude the Sentence, they xnuft not do it ; For 
itich Offenders as theie have forfeited their 
Claim to the protection of mankind and maft 
now be driven from among men* | 

In the farther ipealcing to thele words I fhall f 
Confider. FirB. That when perfon« have ^ 
been guilty of Doing Violence to the blood of 
Others, too often there are Endeavours ufed, 
to fcreen them from the puniftment which 
they have Juflly Deferved. Secondly. That 
this is by no means fie to be done and people 
ftiouid be firiftly Cautioned againft it. TfaV^-. 
ly That Death is the Juft punifhmcnt to be 
Infiidei upon fuch perfons, who have been 
guilty of doing Violence to the blood of others* 

i. We may Confider, That vAtn ferfons have 
heen guilty of doing Violence to the blood ofOtkirs, 
too off en there are Endeavours ufed to Screen them 
from the punljhment which they have Juftly defer* 
vtd. This is fuppofcd in tha T#ii;t:^ let no man 
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fiOf'f bintf that feme may be Inclined to Inter- 
pofe & prevent their fleeing to the pit. There 
ire none fo bad, but there will be fome, to 
favour and iheker and refcue them from the 
punifbmcnt which they have deferved : 

Bttt before I proceed to the farther Softfido- 
ration of this head, I ihall premife two things 
to Ihe\i7 what is oot faulty in fuch cafes. 

I. It is no fauU to have Cotnpajfion vponfucb 
tjidUfaSlors and mmjicr to their Necejftties and 
Comfort^ during the lime they are permitted to 
tive^ Common Humanity will bind us^ not- 
I7ithftanding the Juft Indignation rifing in cnr 
breafls, againft the Odious crime that hath 
been Committed, to fee that nothing be want- 
ing for the tolerable fupport of Life during 
their Confinement. If they fliould prove ftul> 
born & hard hearted, thcfe good Offices will 
indeed be done with fo much Icfe good- win ; 

But when they appear truly fenfible o{ their 
fauks & humble under them., w^ raay rainifiec 
to them with readincfs and Delight, we roufi 
feed them when they are Hungry^ cloth them 
when they are Naked, fee that they be not 
Expofed to the cold and not; fuffer them to 
want any thing thac is for their Convenience j 
It is true, they are not fhut up in Prifon there 
to be pampered & feafted, but Neither ftiould 
they be unnecelTarily pinchM and expofed ; 
Belides the publick allowance, there is room 
for private charity's to be B^ercifed, that

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they may not fufier fflore than needs miift^ 
daring the time thejf are allovied to Live, and 
if they have given Evidence of th^ir repen* 
tance and behaved themfelves lilce Chrifiian^ 
whatever pcrfons fliall befiot** upon them tB 
tkt Mmi 0f a Difdpli and became they htloni t§ 
Ckri0 though it be but a cb^ 0/ €^14 ^uttr 9idj^ 
Verily tHey ^^i mt lofe tbiir nwssrd. 

2. Much Ufsii it A faulty to In^ruS^ Counfil 
and Prdy for tkim^ and tah wbsi fains wi can 
with tkitn that thiy may h f repaid f$r Dtatb and 
fni fntrcj mtb £?^i, when they mufi hi dijpatcktd 
cut ofthk wcrld. For we may reroember that 
ro crimes whatever they be, do put poor 
Creatures out of the reach of Divine mercy, 
provided they may be made fenfible ot them 
and bronghc to a chores repentance ; Pains 
therefore ihonld be taken with fuch people, if 
haply God will pleafe to blefsthofe Endeavours 
fcr the opening of their Eye?, that they may 
be brcughc tofii for refuge tt lay hd4 of the 
h:e that ii fet hefcre them ; That fince they 
inuft quickly Die they may be prepared to 
die well and tl.eir fpirits nay be teved in the 
Day ot the Lord ; 

Inflruftitins ftiould fce given them from 
CQd\ Word : The Odioufnels & Evil Defert 
of their Sins fhould bs ftev^ed therti, tiU they 
are brought heartily to bewail and repent of 
themi The way of Salvation by JefusChrifl 
(hould be let before them and they rmuld be 

urged 
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argtd ftiD to faQ in therewith ; and Prayers 
Ibould be put op for them Night & Day. 

Theie things preroiied, I proceed to Con- 
bder, that perfons arc too often faulty in 
Screening thofe who have doneViolence to the 
filood of others from the pBniOimeni; which 
they have deferved *, This has been attempted 
divers ways. 

1. Somitimis hy Sufpnffing tbt Truth, uhm 
tb$y are €4iid tegivi T$fiimeny and Evidetict pf 
wbint tbij know in fuch e.^fts. They know i 
great deal it they would but fpeak, They 
cott'd give in a fnU & clear Evidence in the cafe. 
But fometimesit hath been feen that Wit« 
nefles have ftified and fupprefled the truth in 
favour to them^ that their Iniquity may not be 
brought to Light ; 

As there are falfe witneifes, who fomtimes 
fpeak more than is true in Order to the Con** 
demning of the Innocent, So there are peopk 
who wiQ not declare what they Know when 
they arc called to it and put upon it, in Order 
to the Screening of the guilty. Or they will 
fo foften their Teftimony th^it there (hall bd 
no great force in it, chufing rather to derive 
fome guilt to themlclves, than that they 
(bould be made to flee to the pit, as they b?A'C 
juitly Deferv'd* This may be attempted, 

2. Somtimes by Endeavouring to plead tktm cjf^ 
when the matter comes before the CtignixAnce of 
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There have been Advooites who have ufed 
their Eloquence & skiO in a Mercenary & Un- 
worthy manner to btenth the fouleft Actions 
and bring off clear fuch as have Juflly De- 
fervedtodie; 

Not but that Advocates may be jifily Afligned 
to Criminals to fee their Cafe in its. true light, 
to keep off that mifchief which they have not 
Jufily deferved and that they may net be too 
much born down inthchsatoftI:jeprofecution. 
But when they quite pervert things^ Gall 
evil good & put light for darknefs, and by the 
colouring of words&arts ofSophiftry they En- 
deavour to make that innocent orvenial^which 
merits the utmoft reftntment, Now they may 
be faid to ufe their Endeavour to Stay them, 
who by the Ordinance ©f Juftice, (heuld be 
fiiinj to the fit. Jh\t\ may be attempted, 

|. Scmimes by giving in wrcng Firdifls^ after 
the Caufe hath been heard^ cr aiceping fuch Vet- 
difis when they are brought iru This alfo hath 
been Knoivn ioR] tiroes in the world ; VerdiSs 
have been given fomtimes hy favour^ as well as 
fofntimes by prejudice. When this lafi pre^ 
vailsjthe poor Prifoner, though he hath amply 
clcar'dhimfclf & baffled by his Juft repiyes all 
the charf,es& accufacions broiight againft him, 
yc: hath been brou-^ht in gui'ity, and the Ver;? 
d S: huch been Accepted, becaufe he Avas one 
chat had fai'ea under a general Odium , So on 
the oth:r han^li when the proofs have been 
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Kunerons and the Bvidences full and Un« 
quefiionable, through favour he hath yet been 
Cleared and the Verdift Accepted. 

Thus One that (hould have fled to the pit, 
hath been unjaftl/ fiopt. This haih been 
attempted, 

4. Somtimes by gathering into parties ^ Defen^ 
iini fuch MalefaSors by firing handy Mgainfi tboft 
who were fnparing to Call them to an account. 

Jonathan'^ Cale was indeed peculiar, when 
his Father told him that bcjhould furely Dio^ 
And the people were in no fault when they 
Ifntcrpofed & Delivered him out of his Hands, 
For the King had adjured the people rafhly. 
Neither did Jonathan know of the Cur fe which 
had been i^umQ^mc^d*jS2im.x\y,4$Andthepecple 
faid unto Saul^Shai Jonathan die^who hath wrought 
tbk greaf falvation in Ifrt^el f God forbid: asjhe 
Lord livitk^btrg fhaS not one hair of bsf head fall to 
the groundjfor he hath wrought, with Qod this day. 

But fomtimes Numbers have gathered round 
a great deal worfe people, Tho' their Crimes 
were blocdy and to the laft Degree Infamous, 
Yet they hsve Interpored & Defended them, 
againft the Demands of Juftice and fc they 
have Efcaped the panilbmenc which they de- 
fcrved and fuch as fhould have fled to the pit, 
have been Unjuftly ftopt» This hath beer 
attempted, 

f Somtimes bf A0ingfuch MalefaEiors ic wake 
their Efcape from Jtiftice ^nd that whither before 

or

nUniiffs, Or ibiir Litfcs c;.^/ h evcrfo Neceffary

It 16 indeed a trying Cafe when foise ufeful 
Servant and much raore when a Child, or a 
Parent, or a Brother, or a Sifier, or foir e dear 
Friend hath been !ef2to fall into fo cdiou5 a 
Crime as this ^Nature ^lii wcrk^all thefprings 
of tenderacfs frill be touch'd ; They would 
give all the ^orld thst ic were otherwife, that 
they knew Nothing, That they weic not ob- 
liged to (peak. That their hands might not be 
upon them : B^tyct Jufiice the Honour ot 
Qq^^ the fafecy of Socie y, &ou!d be dearer to 
them than the neareft Fiiesd or tbe mofl in- 
tinaate Companion ; 

And tho' when they arc caPcd to t eO their 
Str .y,it may well be fiippos'd that their hearts 
win ake and tEiroband their utterance be al- 
mofl fiopt by Roods of te:ir?,Yer no part oi th^ 
truth fhould be wilJingly fopprefled. Mofes in 
the Law pats chc Cafe very high with ref peft 
to tfceEnticers toMoIatry, which was then by 
the Lord mace a Capital critrc, & it wifl hold 
the fame proportion wuh retpeft to any oiber

he acknowledge bis brethren^ nor know hss own chil^ 
dren : for they have ohftrved thy word, & he ft

cyen their blood is reqi:ir«d by God and the 
Lawc, whca it hvUb bseu unjuftly (ted j Rich 
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and great people are mo^ Honoured, Matters 
over Servaocs and Parents over Childreo, majr 
feem to have mot power and aathority ( 1 lay 
notbipg now of Princes oyer Sob)edS)that beiug 
% curious Argument and which may need very 
Cautions handiing ) Yet «ven ibeie may not be 
protected by their greatnefs^ authority or pri- 
viledge^iftbey have done Violence to bloody 
If they have defaced the Image of God in which 
every man is made and destroyed his work- 
inanAiip, they alfo muft fiee to the pit ai^d 
none may fiay them* 

3« Ihol fucb MsUfaS&rs mny be uaij tP hrih & 
fmf weBfir their being tins Screened from the hand 
»f Jufiice. The Law of God is pofitive in that 
cafe. Nnmb'XXxv. ;i. Mcreover yei fha£ uh n9 
faiisfa^ion for the life of 4 murderer j t»fbicb is guilt f 
of death ; hut he fhai furely be pu t9 death. Weal- 
thy perfons would bribe high and be ready to 
give all tbeSubAance of their houfe^ alltbat 
tiiey are worth in the world might they be 
permitted to Efcape. 

But fbch Crimes are aof to be purged wick 
oflfcrings or Money, If Jufiice takes place, all 
theSubftance of their houfes will be contemned* 
Menej that is faui to anfmr all thityfs^ muft d^ 
nothing here. The miniflers of Juftice mud be 
as refotule, as he whom Solomoti fpeaks of; 
whofe bed had been abufcd. Prov* vi« | p H$ 
mi not regard any ranfom, neitha wiB he refi cm 
tern tbQ%k then givefi manygifts^ Were this to

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have any Influence, poor people would be in an 
hard plighr who have little or nothing to offer 
or buy off their punifliment, whi?e the rich 
Eoight be in Capacity to Efcape^ But ic is cer- 
tain that blood which hath been fpiii can only 
he fatlsGed for by the blood of him that ihed^ 
it.

to come. What moving Expreffions do fome- 
iimc$ come out of the mouths of poor peopte 
en fich OccaCons / With what affecting Lan- 
guage wiD they plead J Wicb what Earneftnefs 
v^in they cry / They fainr. They fwoon away 
cnder their Difmal apprehenfions; The SpeAa- 
tors are Oruck with concern -, The Judges are 
meited into tears, Yet they mnft not be fa 
mclllfied thereby as to neglcd Jnflice ; With 
tears in their Eyes they muft pronounce the 
rightccDS Sentence and comniend them to the 
mercy of God, who have forfeited all Claim to 
be fuffered any longer among men ; Oh, pi:s?

310 longer be regarded / They muft hmtjudg*

No perfons fiiould ftay the tinhnppy Male- 
factors from fleing to the pit^ none ftiould lend 
an helping hand to zM& or favor their Eftape.

Such peribns do practically and in tffcdt fay^ 
Thefc Malefadors have done well. They are 
innocent people & do not deferve to die ; Now 

they that Juhtfy the wUkci & condemn the Jufl^ 
are both of them ^n Abomina:tm to the Lord \ 
By fach favour and countenance they do as it 
were, pot themftlves in the place of the MjIc- 
fadors and Kill them who have been ODJufHjf 
ftain over again ; If people were aware of 
this, they would furely have a care how they 
did thus load themfekes with the guilt of blood. 
Our own Imquitiesj ceVtainly are not t0§ little fer 
DTI, that we Aonid fooliQiIy Venture to be pr. 
tahrs of Otbeii peoples fins* Why fhould any 
Contra^ an heaivier load when they are already 
fo much overborn ? For this rcafon no pcrfon 
fiiould Countenance & abet. Conceal or (belter 
them who have been guilty of fuch an Atro^ 
cbus Crime as this^

They fiart at their oven (hadow, Sufped every 
thing and are afraid of every one they meet ; 
They are ready to ufe Cain\ Language, as they 
are Troubled with the like Horror, Gen iv.14. 
BebaU^ibcu b^fi Jriv§n me out ibis Jdyfnm the face 
cftie earth &fr(M thy face (hatt I h Ifii^ & Iffiat

But where ftxth Majefadiors Efcapc in a Ju«

2. In aB humane Gevernmentsj^hb hath been agrad 
ufon & fettled^ that Death (bould he the pmdfimeni 
for thk Crime. They have found it neceSarjr 
for the peace and fafoty of Societi^ to have 
luch a ConftitQtion and to pat the Law in 
Execution, as occaiions ibould ofer, that they 
MifhowittinilyicmlfuByQied the blood of others. 
Except it be in their own Defenee, in fome 
lawful War, or as Improved fo to do by Au- 
thority as Inftrumencs and Executioners of 
Juftice, Should, when the fad is proved upon 
them, be furely put to deaths 

Accordingly there is no Well^rdered Go^ 
vernments in the world, where this Law and 
praSife doth not obtain, Even Barbarous Na*- 
tions have come into it ; It is not peculiar to 
our Nation & Conntry, but this is the Order 
and manner throughout the whole World. 

I proceed now to make fome Imfrmement of 
what hath bem J^oken.

Before this^ they might have Exposed com« 
mon proteftion, aififiance and Coontenance 
from uD that were round abont: them ; But after 
fnch a bloody a^Icn committed, Every on»in 
their places are to rife op againft ihemSc bear 
theirTcftimony againft the Violence that hath 
been done They are to be iook'd upon and 
treated as the £nen:>ies of mankind 8c driven 
out of their Society in all convenient Haft j 
The Deareft friends they have in tl^ world 
muft fo (lop the current of their Affcftion to. 
tbcm,, n not to f nterpofe between them and 
the iatal Itrofce; They may frghand moam 
over them and their Souls may weep in fecrcc 
for the piteous plight they have bro^t them- 
i^Iven into *, But they may not fay a word or 
do an ad: that Ihali tend to prevent their ilee* 
ing to the pit ^ None in the world with aD 
their malice^c0uld have bro't them into fo fad 
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and wretched a Condition n t^^ iavc bio'c 
tbemfeives*Here lee two things be confider^ 

u It k not to h wondredat^ that they who k^v^ 
hcengttihy afthisCrimiy thi? it may h kept a whiU 
Concealed from mankind^fhould be ferpetually haun^ 
ted hy their or»n Confciences and made a Terror to 
themfelveh Even Cainy who was fecured from 
being flain, by the particular Care and order of 
God, after bis bloody fa£t, went about as z fu- 
gitive & vagabond upon the Earth ; So do Ma- 
Icfadiors of this kind, carry an heavy Load and 
burden about them, tho' no man as yet knows 
of the Evil which they have done, it is ftrong- 
ly Imprinted upon their own minds and they 
be not able to fiiake o£f the remembrance ; 
Their Conlciencss terrify them» They are a- 
fraid of their own Shadows, Every little noife 
Sc Didurbance throws them into a fright and 
their extraordinary fears havefbmtimesDifco.

SHE was of the IVftfo^ Tribe of Indians 8cDt£cznd^i 
from one ii the beft Families among them ; Iq 
her Childhood ihe was put into the Family of the Re- 
TCTcndMr.WlLJ^iAM WOuTHIMGton, where 
flie was taught to read well and to ^im & Inftruvied 
in tbe principlei c*f r ehgion ; During her Confine- 
ment ihe often iamented her negleding to Improve 
the Advantages flie Enjoyed, always fp^akisg honou- 
rably of her Mafter, who was frequent in giving 
heir good Inftrudion and Advice. 

Having Unhapply fallen into the Sin ofF«rnicatitB 
& being wiih dbild,it pafs'd for a while withoutSnf- 
piciou by any in the fimily^at length being QiieftionM 
aiboutit flis deny'd it £:tQrn*d itoff,aiIign!ng other csufes 
for the appearances that wercobferv'd,fo that tbe fuf* 
pidons about her were thereby verfmucblzii aileep; 

Wlien her hoar was Come, /he was Delivered alone 
byher felf in the Barn ; upon fearch the Infant was 
found, with marks upen it of Violence, thit had been 
ufcd, of which wounds it foon Dyed, 

Upon thisihe v/as Committed to the County Goal, 
where fljc lay Confined for aconfiderabletime, &the 
longer becaufe the Wimeffcs who were to giveEvidence 
in the cafe,were, by reafon of Infumity ( one of them ) 
act ablets travel (o ftrfrom home to th6 place where 
the Court was to be held? to bear their Teftimony* 

During this fpuce,I have little to ^bferve Concern- 
ing her; Only, that when the Court for her Tryal was 
appointed iobthtld^t Say hro^k^ fhe feemedto Enter-w 
tain a full Expcflation that flis fliould be Cleared. 

But v/hen upon her tryal, the proofs of her CBuilt, 
appeared fo plain and full to the jary and tha Coutt, 
that (he was brought .n Guilt/ ai;d Sentence of Con* 

demtation 



^^ demnation was pronounced againfl; her, flie was throwa 
into the utmolt Confufitn & Diftrefs, Her Expreffions 
f were ralh and acguarded and 'flic fcarcc foreborc 
throwing blame on all forts of perfons; With this 
Difpofition of mind ( tho' fomewhat moderated ) fhe 
was remanded back to her prifon. 

Froffl this time pains were Coatinually taken with 
hcfj not only to allay this refentment, but to make 
her Senfible of the Hcinnufnefi of her Sin, of her Loft 
j and undone Conditiom by Nature and her need of ati 
j Intereft in Jefus Chrift,' fetting forth at the fame time 
the grratnels of Gods mercy and that there is forgive- 
nefs with him thae he may be feared, which pains 
( together with Gods Bleffing, upon her reading the 
holy Scriptures and other good Books that were put 
into her hands aad her attendance on the Miniilry of 
the Word, on Sabbath and Leflure days, as well as at 
private Meetings from houfe to houfe in the Neighbour* 
htsod to all of which flie was allowed to come Jit is to 
be hoped were fandifyed to give her quite another 
fight and fenfe of things than me had before .• One of 
het Espreffions were, That fie feemed to have h$n a* 
fluep in the former fart of her Life and that thifigs /f^- 
feared to hev quite other wife than they ufed to do. 

The Authority were fofavoU!abletoher,astO'aIIow 
her Large Opportunity ( almoft fix Months from her 
Condemnation to her Execution ) which Time flie was 
diligent to Iinprov!: in making preparation For her Death ; 
Having Never been B<!^ttzed/{hG was Earneftly De- 
firoos of that, whereioie pains v/ere taken to Acquaint 
her with the main principles oftheGhriitiati Reli« 
gion and tlue Nature uf the Covenant of Grace, The 
underftanding of which her former good Bducaticn, 
made more Eafie to her. And after fome rime, upon 
hcrmak^eg an Of en AcknQv?ledgement of her great and 
Crying Sins, taking Iham^ to her felf Sc m^nifeftiug her 
Sorrow on that account ^^Pyofe^ivg the Cbrijlian Faith ^ 
Cbn/entivg to the Covenant of grace ^ (be was Bafflzed 

F z Sboa 
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Sobfl after, She was Exireamly Defisons to partake 
with 121 at the Lord^iTahle hforefie Suffered, And upon 
its appeJi.ring that Ihe Uiiderftood the Nature &Defign 
of that drdinance, at her requeft flie was allowed a»d 
bad the ^pportunit) to Gommanicatc with m tv'ic§^ 

In her attendance upon the miniftry of the Word her 
Behaviour was Decent &fii2 ever appeared as oncJEr^ 
cccdin^y JffeScf^.^i'^zcizW)' when her Cafe v/as more 
particularly to'^ch'd opon whither ioP^^j/^rj or -J^rwoffi, 

Whei Ivifitcd her in her prifoa, fje feldom could 
part with ^iie, without Defiring th&t I would Pray 
with her before I went, which favour Ihe Defircd of 
others sKo, who Vifitedher during her Confinement. 

Mary cf her £xprefIions froro time to time were 
Valu'ible and worth the Preierying, 

Amcng other things Ihefaid, Ibat it woi a Mitcjfi^ 
w/jfoiiJ outf otherwjfcjbc wiiht havegonf on in be^ 
Courfc sfj^nning & leen Ettvnally Loft, That finfeewfd 
n$w lil.e fcifon to htt^ thofcfins i« wiich/be vfOi wont 
to ichght^^wt^enow Loatlfom : Tbdtjbc had foani more 
pleafwe ^n berfnfon, thr*n Ever fie did in tbe Days of 
itr Vanity. That fin wa/i beattily ferry for her fin not fa 
muchfor thcJbamcQ^pJUiJhmcntthat itbadho'tbtrto^ 
4ts hciiufe tbereiyjbe bad of ended and dijbonoured God. 
Sb^ coMfuhmit to thefbamt of her Deaths Itwould he ^i^

Conci^rn leit ihe Ihould tuild upon afandy foundatim* 
Bein;^ afked from time to time, how Death feemcd to 
her, the nearer it Approached. She anfwered, Sovic^ - 
t'mei M'jre Xerr^lh^ fomctimes Left Tar nth. And 
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bekg ailred at what times ihe Obferved it to be Itf . 
Terrible, (he leplyed, That afu/fii haiU$nEarneih 
feeking toGod^thefiar ofDestb ^erj mucb Jhatsd, ShV 
laid, that her defenidnce was upontte Xightcovfnefs of 
C&rijlfor her accept ancewiib God and lookUupon him as 
afiireij who had paid fheir debts for btlUvers. 

Hut I forbear gathering up any more of her Ex- 
preflions. That I be nnt too tediou.;. 

The Day before her Execution Ihe i^as Ei:ceedingly 
Overwhelmed and caft Down, I: feemed to be the 
aioft ttymg time to her,during her whole Confinement^ 
whither it were Occafioncd by thewantofhertakiog 
herufoalreftor food or whl^therthe near approach of 
Death were Left to bean Uncommou Terror to her* 

Every one^s CompaflLcins we;e moved for her, and 
fte was ViGted m«re frequently ^ by greater Numbers 
of perfons aoid Prayers more fervently made on her 
accoant. Towards the Evening her Mafler came from 
&yir<?oik to take his laft farewell of her. with whofe 
prefencCf thelnftruwlionsand Cocfolations tnat were 
given & the Prayers that were made for her, fhefom* 
thing rcvivedand was Overheard in her Prayers ("after 
the peopl'5 were, many of them, gone ) to tkjs God 
who ydfent his Servants that Day to ttajfor^ toinftrtA 
and Cbmfort her a foor Dying Creature. 

On the Day of her Execotion, flie was more 
ftrengthencd and enabled to attend at the Sermon that 
was preach'd on that Melancholy Occafion,altho' with 
fome faintings ; Upcn her retiring to the Pnfonywhefi 
it watJOvcr,flie made apt and pertinent remarks, upon 
the fight cf her GofiIn,ii.3 taking off of her fetters,tho 
putting the rope about her Neck & other fuch Occur- 
rences. Then fiie took her Leave of her friends thank- 
ing them for the good Offices wliich they had ddnc 
hevfas ft 5 Ever Exprcffed a grateful Spirk tt every 
one, that ut any time, had (hewn her any Kindncfs ) 
She,pafled on foort in the fad procef!ion,for sibout a Mile, 
tQ the place of Exccutioa & ftill wtnt On graying. 
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Exceptiog when the Itev^d MiniBefj in thi tft^l^ 
hourhooi ( gitfacred together on the Occafi«n & who 
gave her their Company ) Endeavoured to fill up the 
time, by miniftring to her Counfels, Comforts ^ En*^ 
courigements, to whcm ihe made fatisfaflory replyes. 
When (he w»3 arrived at the place of Execution, 
( which was furroundcd with a V'aft Circle of peoplt , 
Biore Numerous, perhaps* than Ever was gathered' 
together before,On any Occaflon,in this Col ooy, ; fte 
firft Commended her fclf to God's mercy, In a more 
fet and very fervent Prayer, The* fometimcs the 
ixpreffions we^ more broken and Incoherent ' 

Next Her N^ "^er. Full of Concern ^nd Affeftion 
for her. Spread he Cafe before God J Her Warning 
left in writing was publickly read to which ihe ad^ 
ded many Olfaer Warnings and Connfels by word of 
motttb, Lifting cp her Voice as fhe could that ibe 
might be the farther beard ; We took our Leave of 
her and (he of us in an AfFefling Manner ; 
The tew moments ihe had to live after this,flLe fpeot in 
\varm & Devout Addreffes to h«T Heavenly Father, till 
her breath was ftopt \ An^l with her hands lifted up, as 
ftecou'djihe paft out of life, m thcfofiurc of one fray ing^ 
She was of a proper Stat i; re & goodly Countenance 
andfecmcd to beNaturally ot an Ingenious Dlfpsfition ; 
By her good Behaviour all Along fte generally 
gainM tlie Efteem and good will ofthofe that Came 
about her aad it is Charg:ahJy hopel^ that flie might 
find Meicy in the fight of the Lord, 
Ma| thisExasnple beof ufe toallperfonsin ouy timet 
to keep them from Sinning againft God,that every one 
jTiay hear ic fear and io v.o mor^ PrefuwtptuouBy 
Particula!ly,may ail herCoM7;l'ry;'fo^/f Jntheirleveral 
Tribej, whither round about us or fartner off, hearken 
diligentli to theOffers&propofah of thcGofoel that 
are made to them !
